Discusses Atomic, 
Foreign Problems 
At Work Session 


WASHINGTON rn — President 
Eisenhower, still wearing a band­ 
age. discussed atomic and foreign , 
policy problems today on his first I 
return to his White House desk 
since his operation more than five 
weeks ago. 
Mr. Eisenhower arrived at his 
office at 8:20 a. rn. EDT and held 
a brief work session with his staff 
before swinging into a limited ser­ 
ies of appointments. 
He conferred with Adm. Lewis 
W. 
Strauss, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
He 
later called in Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles for a foreign 
policy review and to discuss plans 
for 
the Panama 
conference of 
American 
presidents 
which 
the 
President will attend this weekend. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower Tuesday will 
confer with Republican leaders of 
the House 
and Senate 
and on 
Thursday he will preside at a meet­ 
ing of the National Security Coun­ 
cil. 
On Friday the chief executive 
plans what the White House de­ 
scribed as an “ expanded” council 
meeting which will include repre­ 
sentatives of the departments and 
agencies participating in the new 
civil defense Operation Alert which 
begins Friday. 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty said Mr. Eisenhower will not 
hold a news conference this week. 
Neither will he have a formal 
Cabinet meeting before he leaves 
for Panama Friday night. . 


Water from the Harrisburg city system continues to taste 
like a wet dog smells, and it appears high time that something 
be done about it. 
Harrisburg residents who supported a move to build a new 
lake can’t understand why they have to use water with such a 
terrible taste, restaurant owners don’t like to be forced to go 
to Carrier Mills to get water for tea and coffee, and visitors cer­ 
tainly don’t get a good impression when they stop in Harrisburg 
and are offered a drink. 
Actually, the present situation has nothing to do with supply. 
A part of the difficulty may be caused by installation of the 
new filter plant addition, but there is evidence that the terrible 
taste and odor is due to decaying vegetation in the two stand-by 
reservoirs. When a like situation arose previously, it was blamed 
on vegetation, and it is known that when the stand-by reservoirs 
were filled at the end of the drought last summer, there was a 
considerable amount of cut and uncut weeds in the south reser­ 
voir. 
Proper treatment would have settled resulting decaying 
matter. 
There is ample water in the stand-by reservoirs, to say noth­ 
ing of the huge supply in the new reservoir. 
However, some a t 
the difficulty might have been avoided if a higher water level 
had been maintained in the stand-bys. 
To fill the stand-bys from the new lake, it is necessary to 
block off the contaminated Bankston Fork ditch, and the flow 
of water in that ditch, due to frequent rains, has made this opera­ 
tion difficult, although it may be done if necessary. 
It is an open secret among those acquainted with operations 
of the city water board and the city council that there has been 
disagreement as to the water department operations, and some 
of the blame for the present water situation may be laid to that 
situation. 
Under the ordinance by which the water system was set up 
when it was purchased by the city, the water board is authorized 
to operate the system, handle its own finances, employ its own 
personnel, and otherwise initiate and carry on all operations, sub­ 
ject only to a veto, by resolution of the city council by a vote of 
at least four members of the council. 
Whether this method of operation is satisfactory might be a 
moot question, but it would appear that responsibility of opera­ 
tion should rest with either one group or another, and the matter 
should be resolved to the best interest of the city as a whole. 
A special meeting of the water board has been" called for 
tonight by Chairman Bill Melton to discuss the situation, and it 
Is likely there will be further developments at the meeting of 
the city council Tuesday.

munity waiver and was not called 
to testify before a grand jury in­ 
vestigation of a half million dollars 
in irregularities in the state audi­ 
tor’s office. 
Hlntz, resigned president of the 
South moor Bank and Trust Co. of 
Chicago, earlier had said he was 
preparing to “tell all’* to the grand 
jury. 
Hints laid he approved cashing 
of 26 questionable state checks is­ 
sued by the office of State Auditor 
Orville E. Hodge.

checks at Hodge’s request After 
his refusal to sign the immunity 
waiver, Hints issued a statement 
which said: 
“ I came here willing and ready 
to testify before the grand jury* 
expected to be permitted to do so, 
the same as any other witness. I 
was not permitted to do so, unless 
I signed a document designated as 
an immunity waiver. 
“ My attorneys advised me not to 
sign a document of that charac­ 
ter.** 
An Immunity 
waiver 
permits 
use of a witness’ testimony against 
him hi a possible criminal action. 
State’s Atty. George P. Coutrakon 
said he would take up Hintz’s re­ 
fusal to sign with the Cook County 
state’s attorney. 
He said if he 
granted Hints immunity it would 
“deprive Cook County of any pos­ 
sible prosecution’* of Hintz. 


WUl Not Waive Prosecution 


“It’s possible, but I don’t think 
I would” grant Hintz immunity 
“in any event,** Coutrakon said. 
Hintz’s refusal to sign an im­ 
munity waiver raised the possibil­ 
ity toe grand jury would not hear 
any witnesses today.

The grand jury, called to investi­ 
gate alleged irregularities in the 
accounts of State Auditor OrviUe 
E. Hodge estimated at more than 
$500,000, 
met in the Sangamon 
County circuit 
courtroom where 
Abraham Lincoln mice served as 
a state legislator when the court­ 
house was the state Capitol. 
Hintz earlier said he would tell 
the grand jury that he cashed ques­ 
tionable state warrants (checks) 
at the request of Hodge. He resign­ 
ed Friday 
as president

Sou th moor Bank and Trust Co., 
Chicago. 
He said he personally approved 
the cashing of at least 26 checks 
totaling about $269,000 by persona 
other than the rightful payee.

Written for NEA Service 
It seems that a tremendous num- J 
ber of people are running around 
with hurt feelings. 
Someone crit- 1 
icized these “hurt” people unjust­ 
ly. 
Someone advised them they I 
were making a lot of mistakes. 
Others merely imagine they are 
being mistreated or misunderstood. I 
Psychologists 
advise 
us that 
“hurt feelings” are symptoms of 
frustration or maladjustment. 
Of 
course, we are living in an age 
of confusion and conflict which 
have their effect on individuals 
as well as on nations. We cannot 
correct national frustrations with 
a sweep of the hand, nor with hys­ 
terics. However, we can do a great 
deal for ourselves and for others 
by adjusting our lives to a positive 
order of thought. 
Prayer changes life. 
When we 
talk to God, we find that our big 
problems become much smaller. 
When we help other people to know 
God, we find our “hurt feelings” 
disappearing.

Gov'! Reports 
New Peaks 
Of Production 


WASHINGTON (UP) — The eco­ 
nomic boom that carried the na­ 
tion to new peaks of production 
last year was bigger than realized, 
even at that time. 
The Commerce Department re­ 
ported Sunday that a new appraisal 
of 1959 business showed that the 
“gross national product”—the total 
output of goods and services — 
climbed past an annual rate of 400- 
billion-dollar mark in the final 
month of the year. 
This upsurge carried over into 
the opening months of 1956, hitting 
a rate that would equal 403% bil­ 
lion dollars if sustained for a full 
year. Crossing the 400-billion-dol- 
lar line was an event economists 
had been expecting to happen at 
any time. 
The department said the gross 
national product for the whole of 
1955 is now estimated at 391 billion 
dollars* — '4 billion dollars higher 
than supposed. 
These new boom measurements 
were recoded in the July “Survey 
of Current Business," which each 
year gives a final detailed account­ 
ing of the previous year’s produc­ 
tion and income. One official said 
it shawed the economy in 1955 was 
“much more vigorous” than the 
previous records indicated.
